He  was  an  accountant  of  recognized 
ability,  as,  was  well  illustrated  by  the 
fact  that  whenever  the  books  of  any  of 
Bloomfield's  institutions.  werN  In  a 
tangle,  Mr.  Folsom  was.  called  upon  ‘to 
straighten  matters.

Having  no  fondness  for  the  obtruding 
of  private  matters  upon  the  public,  and 
a  still  strouger  repugnance  against  in¬ 
troducing  them  luto'the  pulpit,  I  have 
commoply  made  no  reference  in  this 
place  to  anniversaries  of  my  pastorate. 
But  it  has  seemed  to  me  at  this  time. 
In  view  of  several  considerations,  thut  a 
departure ^roai  that  rule  may  .be  well — 
at  lcaat,  conducive,  1  would  fain  hope, 
to  the  quickening  of  our  mutual  Chrla- 
tiau  love  and  the  strengthening  of  friend¬ 
ly  ties. 

On  the  morning  of  Julynf,  1*74,  Juat 
seventeen  years  ago  this  hour,  I  preached 
my  first  sermon  In  thin  pulpit  as  your 
pastor-elect.  The  official  Installation  did 
not  take  place  until  six  months  later — 
that  is,  January  f>,  1875 — on  account  of 
repairs  to  the  church  building  shortly 
afterwards  undertaken,  depriving  us  ,,f 
its  use  meanwhile.  But  my  work  in 
this  relation  was  to  all  'practltuil  pur¬ 
poses  the  same  from  the  day  of  my 
oomlug  in  answer  to  your  call. 

I  had  preached  In  Bloomfield  twice 
before — on  Sunday,  the  91st  -of  May 
previous,  and  given  a  preparatory  lec¬ 
ture  in  the  lecture-room  on  t tie  evening 
of  June  4.

I  here  was  the  lecture-room,  without

sightly  stoves.  Town  meetings  and 
political  primaries  ware  .commonly  held 
there.  The  Sunday-school  met  In  the 
body  of  the  ohurch. 

The  grounds  lay  shaded  Indeed  with 
these  same  magnificent  trees,  but,  as 
respect*  their  surface,  just  as  they  had 
been  left  when  last  they  were  used  for 
Deacon  Davis’s  cow  pastures,  save  that 
weeds  had  largely  superseded  the  grase. 

Wo  had  gone  on  together  but  two 
months  when  you  resolved  to  renovate 
the  church  building.  The  whole  inside 
of  the  house  was  taken,  out,  the  very 
plasteriug  from  the  walls ;  the  gajleriea
